Blood  specimens  are  now  being  obtained  from  each  Ante-Natal 
patient  and  sent  for  examination  to  the  Cardiff  and  County  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  W.R.  Test. 

Samples  of  blood  from  ante-natal  patients  are  also  sent  to  the 
Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Officer,  Cardiff,  to  ascertain  the  blood 
group  and  RH.  Factor,  tf  RH  Factor  is  negative  an  attempt  is  made  to 
obtain  a specimen  of  the  husband’s  blood  for  examination. 

During  the  year  under  consideration,  144  specimens  were  taken 
for  the  RH  factor  and  Blood  group,  and  138  for  the  W.R.  Test.

Cases  from  this  area  are  admitted  to  the  Joint  Hospital  situate  at 
Cefn  Hirgoed,  near  Bridgend. 


(d)  Maternity  Hospitals  and  Nursing  Homes. 

There  are  no  maternity  hospitals  or  nursing  homes  in  the  area. 
Cases  from  this  district  can  be  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Block  of  the 
Bridgend  Infirmary.  Difficult  cases  may  also  be  removed  to  the 
Cardiff  Royal  Infirmary.  Persons  not  in  a position  to  pay  are,  in 
some  cases,  assisted  by  the  Council.

A minor  epidemic  occurred  amongst  the  pupils  of  the  Llangan 
Mixed  School  during  the  year.  All  pupils  and  teachers  were  swabbed 
and  one  carrier  isolated.  Of  the  seven  total  positive  cases  in  the 
parish,  six  were  pupils.  The  other  was  a child  of  under  school  age. 

Of  the  23  cases,  five  positive  cases  occurred  at  the  Orthopaedic 
Hospital,  one  of  which  was  a carrier.  Five  positive  cases  occurred  at 
Llanharan.  There  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease. 

As  a routine  all  contacts  were  swabbed  by  the  Medical  Practitioner 
attending  the  case  by  arrangement  with  the  Council.  Fumigation  with 
formaldehyde  is  carried  out  immediately  after  removal. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Antitoxin  Order,  1910,  antitoxin  is 
supplied  free  of  charge  from  the  Public  Health  Department  of  the 
Council. 

Immunisation 

As  much  persuasion  as  was  possible  was  afforded  parents  during 
the  year  in  order  to  obtain  child  immunisation.  The  undermentioned 
table  indicates  the  numbers  immunised  under  the  various  age  groups  : —

(b)  Tuberculosis. 

Twenty-six  cases  were  reported  for  the  first  time  during  the  year. 
There  were  six  deaths  from  the  disease.  All  cases  are  periodically 
visited  by  the  Health  Visitor  who  also  acts  as  the  Tuberculosis  Visitor, 
and  by  whom  contacts  are  advised  to  be  examined  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer  of  the  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association.  The  premises 
and  bedding  are  disinfected  on  removal  of  the  case  from  residence  as  a 
free  service.

Special  Government  allowances  may  be  made  in  cases  ot‘  in- 
terrupted income  during  treatment  for  pulmonary  tuberculosis.  This 
alleviates  financial  anxiety  for  the  patient  where  the  support  of  a 
family  is  concerned.  On  the  recommendation  of  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer  these  grants  are  made  by  the  County  Council  to  in-patients  and 
out-patients  provided  the  full  course  of  treatment  is  followed. 

(c)  Scarlet  Fever. 

Eighteen  cases  were  reported  during  the  year  of  which  sixteen 
were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

( d ) Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 

Three  cases  of  Measles  and  17  of  Whooping  Cough  were  reported. 
This  is  a marked  decline  in  Measles  compared  with  1945,  when  25 
cases  were  reported. 

(e)  Cancer. 

There  were  15  deaths  from  all  types  of  cancer. 

(/)  Scabies. 

The  School  Medical  Officer  excludes  cases  of  scabies  from  the 
Schools  in  the  Area.  Treatment  in  the  home  is  carried  out  by  the 
family  doctor.  Severe  cases  are  removed  to  hospital  for  treatment. 

(g)  Typhoid  Fever. 

There  were  no  cases  during  the  year. 

( h ) Small  Pox  Contacts. 

Eleven  Servicemen  returning  from  overseas  to  their  homes  in  the 
District  were  reported  as  contacts  of  cases  of  smallpox  occurring  on 
the  various  troopships. 

Immediately  on  receipt  of  a notification  from  a Port  Medical 
Officer  the  contact  was  visited  at  his  home  and  kept  under  surveillance 
for  14  days.  All  contacts  had  been  vaccinated  by  the  authority  con- 
cerned prior  to  disembarkation.  No  cases  occurred  in  the  area. 

(i)  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

One  case  occurred  but  this  was  not  fatal. 

( j ) Encephalitis  Lethargica. 

There  were  no  cases  of  encephalitis  lethargica  in  the  area  in  1946. 

(, k ) Ophthalma  Neonatorum. 

No  cases  were  reported  under  this  heading  during  the  year  in 
question.

SECTION  C.  — Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

1.  Water  Supply. 

(a)  Public  Supplies. 

A number  of  schemes  for  the  extension  of  water  mains  were 
considered  during  the  year.  Proposals  for  extensions  at  Heolfain, 
Colwinstone  and  Pembroke  Street,  Thomastown,  were  recommended 
and  submitted  to  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Watfr  Board  as  urgent 
necessities,  regard  being  had  to  the  possibility  of  grant  under  the 
Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944.  Approvals  of  the 
Water  Board,  the  Glamorgan  County  Council,  and  the  Welsh  Board  of 
Health  are  being  sought. 

From  a bacteriological  point  of  view  the  samples  of  water  taken 
from  the  mains  of  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  are  entirely 
satisfactory.  The  results  of  samples  of  water  taken  by  the  Council  are 
given  below.  The  supplies  are  chlorinated  at  the  source  and  sampling 
at  the  Reservoirs  is  carried  out  by  the  Water  Board. There  is,  however,  ' 
some  basis  for  the  numerous  complaints  of  the  excessive  hardness,  and 
some  method  of  general  water  softening  would  be  of  advantage. 

The  Public  Water  Supplies  in  this  area  are  not  liable  to  plumbo 
solvent  action. 


(b)  Private  Supplies 

Regular  inspections  have  been  made  at  the  source  of  supply  to 
Pembroke  Street,  Thomastown,  and  samples  taken  at  that  point  and 
at  the  premises  served.  Numerous  shortages  and  breakdowns  occurred 
in  this  supply  during  the  year,  causing  great  inconveniences  to  house- 
holders in  the  street.  An  alternative  supply  from  the  public  mains  is 
under  negotiation. 


(c)  Public  Wells 

On  inspection,  two  wells  at  Colwinstone  (vested  in  the  District 
Council)  were  found  to  be  dangerous.  These  were  sealed  off  and  made 
safe,  as  they  are  no  longer  required  for  public  use.

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2. Housing. 

(i)  Housing  Act,  1936,  Section  II  (Demolition  Orders,  etc.).

(except  temporary  dwellings)  are  being  inspected.  The  total 
houses  under  this  heading  number  1,889  and  to  the  end  of 
December  1946,  279  had  been  inspected.  These  have  been 
provisionally  classified  as  follows  : —

(iii)  Repairs. — Considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced  during 
the  year  in  the  remedying  of  defects  required  by  notice.  In  the 
majority  of  cases  the  owners  were  ready  to  carry  out  the  works 
but  were  prevented  from  doing  so  by  the  shortage  of  labour  and 
materials.  This  state  of  affairs  is  not  limited  to  this  area  as 
reports  from  other  districts  show  that  similar  difficulties  are 
being  experienced. 

(iv)  Flooding. — Considerable  flooding  took  place  at  Llanblethian 
and  Aberthin  on  the  night  of  the  30th  August,  1946.  The  houses 
concerned  were  sited  near  the  River  Thaw  and  its  tributaries. 
The  Council  made  representations  to  the  Mid-Glamorgan 
Catchment  Board  with  a view  to  some  improvements  being 
carried  out  to  abate  this  nuisance. 

(v)  New  Houses. — The  Council  .is  proceeding  with  its  three-year 
programme  to  meet  the  general  needs,  to  rehouse  persons 
dwelling  in  insanitary  houses  and  to  alleviate  overcrowding. 
New  sites  at  Llantwit  Major,  Llanharry,  St.  Athan  and  Llanharan 
are  now  being  developed. 
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3.  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

(a)  Tyi.agarw  Sewer 

Arrangements  have  been  completed  by  the  Council  for  sewering 
the  Tylagarw  portion  of  the  Llanharan  and  Llanharry  Parishes  (con- 
sisting of  a factory  and  some  50  private  dwellings).  The  work  intended 
comprises  the  provision  and  laying  of  1,000  lineal  yards  of  9-inch,  and 
800  yards  of  6-inch  diameter  stoneware  and  cast-iron  pipes  to  connect 
to  the  existing  sewer  serving  the  Pontyclun  section  of  the  Llantrisant 
and  Llantwit  Fardre  Sewer.  An  agreement  was  entered  into  with  this 
authority  under  Section  28  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

The  contract  price  accepted  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Welsh 
Board  was  £6,251.  Provisional  approval  for  a 75  per  cent,  grant 
under  Section  3 of  the  Distribution  of  Industry  Act,  1945,  has  been 
received. 

Negotiations  are  in  hand  with  the  several  owners  for  the  conversion 
and  re-siting  of  existing  sanitary  accommodation,  such  work  as  is 
necessary  to  be  included  at  the  time  of  laying  of  the  sewer.  A survey 
of  the  existing  drainage  of  the  area  concerned  revealed  that  almost 
every  disposal  method  was  substandard.  The  new  sewer,  therefore,  is 

most  necessary  in  the  interests  of  Public  Health. 

% 

(b)  Llangan  and  St.  Mary  Hill 

A suggested  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  these  two  parishes  was 
considered  at  a cost  estimated  by  the  Engineers  of  £15,000.  This 
scheme  was  considered  to  be  too  costly  and  the  matter  was  deferred 
awaiting  the  development  of  the  Cesspool  Emptying  Scheme  as 
undermentioned. 

( c ) St.  Athan  and  Gileston  Scheme  No.  3. 

The  final  instalment  of  the  St.  Athan  and  Gileston  Sewage 
disposal  scheme  which  provides  for  the  drainage  of  the  village  of 
Gileston  and  the  permanent  sea  outfall  was  further  considered  by  the 
Council  during  the  year.  This  Scheme  was  in  course  of  preparation  in 
1939,  but  was  deferred  during  the  war  years.  The  Ministry  of  Trans- 
port indicated  that,  subject  to  the  Council  entering  into  the  usual 
agreement  as  regards  easements,  etc.,  they  would  approve  the  sea 
outfall  proposals. 

The  Welsh  Board  of  Health  indicated  that  they  were  prepared  to 
make  a provisional  grant  of  £20,000  towards  the  scheme  under  the 
Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944. 
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(d)  Li.anbletiiian  and  Cowbridge  Scheme. 

Further  consideration  was  given  to  the  above  scheme  and  the 
Welsh  Board  of  Health  stated  that,  on  the  estimates  submitted,  they 
were  prepared  ,to  make  a provisional  lump  sum  grant  of  £ 1 2,000 
towards  the  District  Council’s  portion  of  the  scheme  under  the  Rural 
Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Act,  1944. 

(e)  Analysis  oe  Sewage  and  Effluent  from  tiif.  Council’s  Disposal 

Works.— The  County  Council  collect  and  analyse  samples  of  crude 
sewage  and  effluent  from  the  Council’s  Disposal  Works.  A summary 
of  the  reports  is  as  follows  : —

Public  Cleansing. 

(a)  Collections 

The  contracts  for  the  collection  of  refuse  remain  the  same  as  1945. 
Daily  collections  are  made  at  Pembroke  Street,  Thomastown,  Llanharan 
and  Brynna  villages  ; Llanharry  has  a twice  weekly  collection  and  the 
remainder  of  the  area  is  serviced  once  per  week. 

• 

The  Council  also  acts  as  Agents  for  the  Air  Ministry  for  the 
collection  of  refuse  from  the  Royal  Air  Force  Station  at  St.  Athan. 

As  stated  in  previous  years  the  number  of  persons  providing 
properly  covered  refuse  receptacles  is  very  xmall.  It  is  hoped  that  as 
soon  as  circumstances  permit  steps  will  be  taken  to  obtain  a uniform 
bin  for  the  storage  of  refuse  on  the  householders’  premises. 

(/>)  Disposal. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  concentrated,  in  the  main,  at  Trenos, 
Llanharan,  in  the  North,  and  at  Llanmihangel  in  the  southern  part  of 
the  area.  In  both  these  sites  controlled  tipping  is  in  operation  as  far  as 
possible.  Records  kept  over  the  past  years  show  that  the  total  annual 
yield  of  refuse  throughout  the  whole  area  (including  the  Royal  Air  Force 
Station  at  St.  Athan)  amounts  to  some  17,000  cubic  yards. 
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(c)  Salvage. 

Collection  of  salvage  is  still  made  in  the  larger  villages.  The 
total  collected  in  1946  shows  an  increase  of  3 tons  in  weight  and  £25  in 
receipts.  The  collections  and  receipts  for  1946  are  as  follows  : —

6.  Eradication  of  Domestic  Pests. 

(a)  Bed  Bugs. — Four  properties  were  treated  for  bed  bugs  during 
the  year  in  question.  Three  of  these  were  Council  Houses  and  one 
privately  owned.  In  each  case  D.D.T.  contained  in  a liquid  fumigant 
was  sprayed  throughout  and  proved  most  successful,  and  no  further 
evidence  was  found.  By  resolution  of  the  Council  a nominal  sum  of 
10/-  per  treatment  is  recovered  from  the  occupiers. 

(b)  Rodents. 

The  District  Council  decided  to  take  advantage  of  the  Ministry 
of  Food’s  Financial  assistance  towards  a comprehensive  survey  and 
treatment  for  rats  and  mice  as  set  out  in  the  Ministry’s  Circular 
N.S.12.  Under  this  scheme  the  Ministry  reimburses  the  Council  for 
the  whole  of  the  cost  of  the  survey  work  and  60  per  cent,  of  the  costs  of 
treatments  of  private  dwellinghouses.  The  remaining  40  per  cent,  is 
met  out  of  the  general  rate  fund  of  the  Council.  To  operate  the  scheme 
a temporary  full-time  rodent  operative  was  engaged  to  carry  out  the 
initial  survey  and  the  necessary  treatments.  The  investigations 
disclosed  that  a total  of  173  private  and  business  premises  were  infested 
with  rats  or  mice.  This  is  approximately  5.6  per  cent,  of  the  total 
properties  in  the  area  and  is  regarded  to  be  a very  light  infestation. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  the  operative  was  engaged  on  the  treatments  and 
in  this  respect,  business  and  private  properties  are  dealt  with,  but  in 
the  cases  of  the  former,  treatment  is  only  afforded  after  an  undertaking 
has  been  received  from  the  occupier  that  they  will  be  responsible  for 
the  cost  of  the  destruction  work.  This  is  fixed  at  7s.  6d.  per  property.

Detailed  inspections 
were  made  and  in  one  case  a certificate  was  granted,  while  in  the  second 
case  modifications  and  improvements  had  to  be  carried  out  before  a 
certificate  could  be  issued.

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9.  Petroleum. 

Several  licences  to  store  petroleum  spirit  were  issued  during  the 
year  after  the  applicants  had  conformed  with  the  standards  required. 
No  prosecutions  were  necessary. 
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10.  Camping  Sites. 

Three  camping  sites  were  licenced  for  limited  periods  under 
Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Action  of  an  informal 
nature,  taken  after  the  expiry  of  the  licence  in  one  instance,  resulted  in 
conformity  with  the  Regulations. 

11.  Smoke  Abatement. 

No  action  was  found  to  he  necessary  under  this  heading. 

12.  Cinemas. 

The  two  cinemas  in  the  area  were  inspected  regularly  throughout 
the  year,  no  direct  action  being  necessary.  Special  attention  is  paid 
to  Fire  Prevention  at  these  premises  in  co-operation  with  the  Area 
Fire  Protection  Officer  of  the  N.F.S. 

13.  Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

The  only  public  swimming  bath  in  the  area,  controlled  by  the 
Cowbridge  Borough  Council  sited  on  the  River  Thaw,  was  seldom 
used  in  1946. 

14.  Dust  Nuisance. 

The  dust  nuisance  from  the  Aberthaw  and  Bristol  Channel 
Cement  Works,  in  the  area  of  the  Cardiff  Rural  District  Council, 
continued  to  give  cause  for  complaint.  A meeting  between  representa- 
tives of  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health,  The  Alkali  Inspector,  The  Directors 
of  the  Company  and  the  Cowbridge  Rural  District  Council  took  place 
in  June.  It  was  stated  that  the  Company  were  taking  reasonable  steps 
to  deal  with  the  nuisance  and  had  already  installed  Micron  Precipi- 
tators to  two  kilns.  Intimation  has  been  given  that  it  is  intended  to 
revert  to  the  former  methods  of  manufacture.  In  order  to  assess  the 
improvement  or  otherwise  in  the  efficiency  of  these  precipitators  and 
to  record  the  amount  of  deposit  which  takes  place  in  various  parts  of 
the  area  concerned  under  varying  conditions  of  the  Cowbridge  and 
Cardiff  Rural  District  Councils  each  decided  to  instal  two  Standard 
Dust  Deposit  Gauges  in  their  areas.  Dr.  A.  R.  Meetham,  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Observations,  Atmospheric  Pollution  Research,  and  the 
Alkali  Inspector  visited  the  areas  and  agreed  with  the  Officials  of  the 
two  Councils  concerned  on  the  most  suitable  sites  for  the  installation 
of  the  gauges.  The  gauges  were  fitted  up  and  put  into  operation  on 
the  1st  December,  1946,  and  the  first  monthly  report  is  as  follows

The  deposits  in  the  gauges  are  analysed  at  Cardiff  and  the  results, 
together  with  readings  of  wind  directions  and  strengths  supplied  by 
the  Meteorological  Officer,  Royal  Air  Force,  St.  Athan,  are  forwarded 
each  month  to  the  Atmospheric  Pollution  Research  Station,  where  the 
pollution  is  calculated. 

Tribute  should  be  paid  to  the  Ministry’s  Inspector  under  the 
Alkali  Works  Regulations  Act  for  his  clo.se  co-operation  with  the 
Council,  and  also  to  the  Superintendent  of  Observations,  Atmospheric 
Pollution  Research  for  his  valuable  assistance. 


15.  Occupation  of  Ex-Military  Camps. 

(a)  Boverton 

Thirteen  families  consisting  of  27  adults  and  12  children  took 
occupation  of  a vacant  gun  site  at  Boverton.  The  huts  are  of  timber 
construction  with  felted  roofs.  Two  blocks  of  conveniences  each 
containing  six  water  closets  are  on  the  site  and  these  are  used  on  a 
communal  basis.  The  drainage  is  connected  to  the  Council’s  sewers. 
The  Council  accepted  a tender  for  repairing  the  roofs  of  the  huts, 
provision  of  cooking  stoves,  individual  drainage  and  water  supply. 
Work  on  these  improvements  had  commenced  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  Council  took  over  the  Camp  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

(b)  St.  Mary  Hill. 

Seven  families  consisting  of  14  adults  and  ten  children  took 
occupation  of  seven  huts  on  the  above  camp  in  September,  Conditions 
at  this  Camp  are  very  primitive.  The  huts  are  of  the  Nissen  Type 
with  cement  concrete  floors.  The  slop  water  drainage  is  connected  to 
the  sullage  disposal  plant  provided  for  the  whole  Camp.  The  sanitary 
conveniences  consist  of  pail  closets  sited  a considerable  distance  from 
the  huts.  The  Council  decided  to  construct  closets  near  the  dwellings. 
Arrangements  are  also  to  be  made  to  instal  electric  light  to  the  huts. 
Mains  water  is  available  in  the  ablution  blocks. 


Public  Health  (Aircraft)  Regulations,  1938. 

The  Government’s  intention  to  establish  a Civil  Aerodrome  for 
Continental  Traffic  at  the  Royal  Air  Force  Station,  Llandow,  in  this 
area  was  announced  during  the  year.  A conference  between  the 
Customs  Officers,  Immigration  Officer  and  officers  of  the  District 
Council  was  held  in  Cardiff  during  the  year,  but  a number  of  matters 
remain  to  be  settled.  Much  depends  on  whether  the  Aerodrome  is  to 
be  a “Sanitary  Aerodrome”  or  a “Customs  Aerodrome”.

4. — Milk  Samples 


412  samples  of  milk  were  taken  for  examination  during  the  year  in 
question.  Of  the  35  samples  taken  for  the  presence  of  Tubercle 
Bacilli,  one  produced  a positive  result.  The  matter  was  immediately 
dealt  with  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture’s  Veterinary  Officers.  During 
the  unavoidable  length  of  time  for  examination,  two  of  the  cows  of  the 
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particular  herd  had  been  disposed  of.  As  the  remaining  cows  were  not 
“reactors”,  the  case  was  traced  through  regarding  the  two  disposed  of. 
It  appears  that  one  of  these  was  of  very  poor  condition,  and  had  been 
utilised  for  manufacturing  purposes.  This  animal  was  presumed  to 
be  the  cause  of  infection  in  the  supply.
